YNOD was entertained this year by the Church of the Redeemer, 
the pioneer English Lutheran Church in Wisconsin, first fruits of 
the unselfish efforts and untiring zeal of the Rev. W.. K. Frick, D.D. 
Coming to Milwaukee September 17, 1889, at the call of the Board 


of Home Missions, Dr. Frick held his first public service on Sunday, 


October 13, 1889, in a third-story downtown hall, twenty-seven persons 


being present. 


The congregation was organized January 5, 1890. Shortly there- 
after a lot was secured on Sixteenth Street on which was erected the 


modest chapel in which Synod met in 1893 and again 1899. Here the 


congregation worshipped until Thanksgiving Day, November 23, 1916, 
when it moved into the Parish House on the present site at Grand 


s ‘On Sunday, February 18, 1917, graced by an audience that included 
many distinguished visitors and representatives of five daughter congre- 
gations, the Mother Church dedicated her present stately edifice. 


Dr. Frick continued as pastor until his death, August 20,.1918. He 
was succeeded by the Rev. W. W. Kennerly, May 4, 1919, who resigned 
shortly after Easter, 1926. The present pastor, the Rev. A. A. Zinck, 
D.D., took charge on February 6, 1927. The assistant pastor, the Rev. 
L. Glenn Cloninger, was ordained and installed on September 3, 1934.

THE REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


The ‘Brand is henner as well as privileged in meeting at the 


Church of the Redeemer during*the forty-fifth anniversary year of the 


congregation’s organization. Redeemer was not only one of the six 
congregations that originally founded the Synod, but it was her Church 
Council, under the guidance of the Rev. W. K. Frick, that extended 
the invitation to the other English Lutheran Churches in the Northwest 
to assemble for the organization of a Synod. 


For twenty-two years this congregation was the only English 
Lutheran Church in Milwaukee. In the meantime, four other congrega- 
tions had been established in other parts of Wisconsin, largely due to 
the missionary vision of Dr. Frick; but in 1905, he and his congrega- 
tion felt that the time had come also for local expansion, and the congre- 
gation established a “branch” which later grew into the Church of the 
Epiphany. Time and again after that the congregation “swarmed” and 
Redeemer can truly be called the Mother Church of English Lutheran- 
ism in Milwaukee, and in fact in the State of Wisconsin. § ~ 


This:is the fourth convention of the Synod to be entertained by 
this congregation. When the Synod was two years old it met here, in 
1893. Again in.1899 it was Redeemer’s turn. Nineteen years later, in 
1918, Redeemer was the host, and now after seventeen more years we 


gather here.

In 1893 the meeting place was a “chapel built in 1890, 40x68 feet 
in size. It seated three hundred persons and cost, furnished, $18, 300 
including the lot. 


In 1899 the same building was still in use. The 1918 convention, 
however, was held in this beautiful structure, which had been dedicated 
the year previously. It is still an object of pride, not only to the con- | 
gregation but also to the whole Synod. How many hallowed memories 
of sacrifice, devotion, and vision, arise within us as we think of the 
record of this work. Dr. Frick, who envisioned one English Lutheran 
Church in the Northwest, lived to see this temple dedicated. He gave 


to the Synod its missionary spirit and made it conscious of the great 


opportunities as well as of the needs of her far-flung territory. He 
made Muhlenberg’s motto “Ecclesia Plantanda” the Synod’s challenge 
to missionary effort. He first called it the “Little Synod with the big 
name.” It was he that coined the slogan “The Faith of the Fathers 
in the Language of the Children.” He set the first noble example of 
faith in the spiritual principle, “There is that scattereth and yet in- 
creaseth.” He never permitted selfish interests to deter the expansion 
of the congregation or of the Synod by preventing transfers of member- 
ship, even in large blocks, when thereby new congregations or even 
a new Synod, such as the Pacific Synod, could be brought into being. 


Redeemer Church has not lost that spirit. Her record of benevo- 
lences shows that she still feels herself to be a part of the marching 
army of the Lord. May the spirit of Redeemer actuate the Synod in 
all of its deliberations at this convention and spread throughout its 
congregations and membership through the coming years. 


For the first time in its history the Synod meets without any of 
its ministerial founders present. The last of those. remaining with us, 
the Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, entered the Church Triumphant since last we 
met together. This thought should impress us deeply with the respon- 
sibility that is ours. We have reached our majority. Like the son who 
has lost the guiding presence of an aged father the Synod must go on; 
not only cherishing the memory of those brave men, but building con- 
tinually on the foundations that they securely laid. May the Synod 
never lose its consciousness of God’s plans for it, and may it always 
realize the truth of the motto placed on its seal, prepared by our late 


_sainted Dr. Haupt, “Behold, I set before Thee an open door.” 


THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 
This is the year, aceording to a resolution of the Synod provid- 
ing for the use of the comprehensive State of the Church blanks every 
three years, that gives us opportunity to consider many of the detailed 
items that have escaped our attention during the intervening two. 


Eighty-nine of our ninety-four congregations returned their re- 
ports. ~The following data. is gathered from those that have been avail- 
able. 
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Public Worship | 


Sixty-two congregations report increasing church attendance, 
twenty stationary, and four decreasing. Eleven held two morning serv- 
ices most of the year, four others in summer. In one congregation the 
average attendance at morning services is seven hundred; in one, six 
hundred; in four, between five hundred and six hundred; in four, be- 
tween four hundred and four hundred seventy-five; in fifteen, from two 
hundred to three hundred twenty-five; in nineteen, between one hun- 
dred and two hundred; inthirty-one, between fifty and one hun- 
dred; and in eleven, less than fifty. The average at matins in the six 
congregations having them is one hundred and fifty-two. 


- Sixteen congregations have vespers most of the year. Thirteen of 
these have an average attendance of eighty-three. Three have Sunday 
vespers in Advent, and four in Lent. Six have regular mid-week serv- 
ices with an average attendance of seventy-seven. Forty-two have mid- 
week Lenten services with an average attendance of one hundred 
twelve. 


Family Worship is Hipatind among an average of ihieepsetaie per 
cent of the homes in forty-three congregations. In seven others it is 
reported as a growing institution. Eleven say some observe it, and only 
seven say none does. :

The number of Communion seasons observed in the several par- 
ishes varies greatly. The great majority, however, observe from four 
to six a year. One observes only three, one eleven; and three, twelve. 
The practice of having a preparatory service on an evening preceding 
the Communion is almost obsolete. Two congregations practice this 
once a year only. One congregation has a distinct preparatory service 
fifteen minutes prior to the ordinary time of service on Commuanas 
Sundays, and one an hour before. 


All the congregations but nine have two-year catechetical classes; 
only three make one. year sufficient, and three demand three years of 
study for confirmation. 


Sunday Schools 


All but six Sunday schools use the Christian Life Course. The rest 
use the Augsburg series, except one that continues to use the General 


Council graded system. Fogty congregations have adult Bible classes _ 


totaling fifty-six; one church has eight classes for adults. All but four- 
teen Sunday schools use the duplex envelope. There seems to be a 
general lack of interest in the Sunday schools among church council- 
men: in thirty congregations no member of the Council is in the Sun- 
day school; in twenty-seven others only one. On the other hand, in two 
congregations there are eight councilmen, and in one, seven. The exam- 
ple of these should be followed. The total number of confirmed mem- 
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bers received into the Church from the Sinday schools during the year 
was 1,370. 


Men’s Societies 
There are ve reported, of which thirty-one are 
affiliated with county, state, or general organizations for men. Forty- 


nine are reported as being successful, although eight are said to be only 
moderately so, and eleven definitely unsuccessful. 


Church Finance 


The universal method, except in one instance, of Church finance is 
the duplex envelope, although nine depend on the work of the Ladies’ 
Aid at least in part, and ten on other schemes of various sorts for rais- 
ing funds. Five congregations did not hold an Every Member Canvass. 
Twenty-four congregations have a separate treasurer for benevolences. 


Thirty-six parishes not having parsonages pay an average of $1,771 
as pastor’s salary. Forty-five which supply parsonages pay an average 
salary of $1,853. Six congregations assist somewhat in the expenses of 


-the pastor’s automobile. 


Forty-six congregations report improvements to property costing 
$12,467. Nineteen of these compute that the increased value to the 


property totals $6,686 


The use of a common treasury for all finances appears to be grow- 
ing. Fourteen congregations 1 now —* this practice. | 


All but five congregations report that records are well kept. It 
would be well for all pastors to recognize that blanks are available 
from the Publication House, which are planned to enable all organiza- 
tions, including the Church council and pastor, to gather and keep the 
various statistical items in such form as to make the annual reports to 
the congregation and the annual Parochial and State of the Church re- 
ports very easy to compile. These are caJled the Standard Blanks. Their 
universal use would greatly facilitate the work of both congregational 
officers and of the president and statistical secretary of the Synod. 


Sixty-four congregations still neglect to have their treasurers bond- 
ed. Eleven do not even have the treasurers’ reports audited annually. 
There is no excuse for handling the King’s s business in such a manner. 


Miscellaneous 
It is gratifying to know that all but one of the congregations have 
their property insured, and most of them adequately. 


Eight congregations are assisting Home Missionary work in nearby 
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communities. Seven report the conduct. of nine neighborhood Sunday 
schools in different localities from their own. ; 


The percentage of men in the confirmed membership reported by 
seventy-eight congregations is forty-four. 


Advertising of services in the newspapers does not appear to be 
very general. Only eleven congregations budget this item and the total 
appropriated is only $314. 


Thirty-five pastors report that their work is becoming easier. On 
the other hand twenty-six report that it is becoming more difficult. 
Conclusion 
So much for the review of the Church suggested by the returns on 
the official State of the Church blanks. No doubt many other items 
contained therein might have been summarized with advantage to re- 
viewers. Even though these set forth only cold statements of condi, 
tions, it is hoped that they will be studied by all pastors and Church 
councils and that the serious import of the failings they indicate as well 
as of the successes that are evident in some of them may be appre- 
ciated. In general, however, it must be said that while in Church prac- 
tice the Synod is quite uniform and makes a clear testimony as to the 
character of our Lutheran faith and practice, yet there are many prac- 
tical expressions of that faith that are woefully deficient in our congre- 
gational life. We seem to have come to a pause in church building that 
may or may not be an indication of weakness. The saddest thing in 
our record is that we have done so woefully little of an evangelistic na- 
ture. Too little attention is given our Sunday schools. The small num- 
ber of church councilmen interested in the educational efforts among 
our children is one evidence of that. The fact that practically nothing 
is appropriated on the congregational budgets for educational work is 
another. The small number of congregations having branch Sunday 
schools and of pastors having outlying preaching points indicates a kind 
of self-satisfaction and of institutionalism that is quite contrary to 
the onward pushing spirit that should characterize the army of the 
Lord. 


| It is no wonder in the light of such a lack of initiative that the be- 
nevolences of the Church are not greater. What a contrast between the 
spirit evidenced, for example, by Redeemer Church membership, whose 


average giving for the advancement of the Kingdom during 1934, was 


$6.75, and that of the Synod at large, which was only $1.70! Is any con- 
gregation in the Synod so poor that its members cannot average for mis- 
sionary and educational advancement of the Church at large as much as 
one cent a day? Such an amount throughout the Synod would enable 
us to hold up our heads among other Synods (an unworthy motive in 
itself) and would indicate at least that we feel the responsibility that 
was so heavy upon the hearts of those like Dr. Frick who made our 
existence as a Synod possible. Let us take this matter seriously and 
instead of boasting about our “system” of raising funds, let us strive 
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‘to get the spirit which alone will enable 1 us to fill the ae that God 
has given us in His plans. 


OPPECIAL ACTS 


Your President would reapectiatly report the following activities 
in line with his official duties: 


He has preached fifty-three sermons and made twenty-nine ad-. 
dresses. He has attended twenty meetings of church councils; five of 
congregations; held twenty conferences with individuals or committees 
presenting pastoral or congregational problems.

He 
has delivered five lectures at Northwestern Seminary; preached at or | 
conducted three funerals; performed one wedding; baptized one infant;

For Completion of Record 


It was discovered during the year that there was no record on the 
minutes of the Synod of the final admittance of Redeemer, Zumbrota, 
to membership. It applied in 1906, but the Synod only recommended 
that the congregation adopt the model constitution for congregations 
by the Synod. There is no further entry on this matter in subsequent 
minutes. The minutes of the congregation dated July 1, 1906, state that 
“by motion, the wording (of the constitution) was changed to comply 
with the requirements of the Council.” A member of the Council at 
that time gives the opinion that the word Council was used erroneously 
instead of Synod. 


The Synod should act to rectify this uncertain state of affairs, and 
to declare Redeemer, Zumbrota, a member of the Synod.

The outstanding feature in Foreign Mission activities in 1934 and 
‘up to the time of this meeting of Synod has been the appearances of 
foreign missionaries in the churches of our Synod. Rev. J. C. Finefrock 
of India, Miss Lydia Reich of China, Miss Lillith Schwab of India, and 
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Miss K. Marie Jensen of Africa, have addressed numerous gatherings | 


in our churches. It may be said that never before has the cause of 
Foreign Missions been brought to the attention of the rank and file of 
our people as during this period. 


In response to an offer of the Foreign Board to send a missionary 


on tour of our congregations, your committee arranged to have the 
Rev. J. C. Finefrock, D.D., make an extensive itinerary of our Synod’s 
territory. Pastors throughout Synod responded to the committee’s 
request for meetings, and the only regret was that all churches could 
not be included in the itinerary. Dr. Finefrock spoke in the following 
churches: Lake Park and Incarnation, Milwaukee; Beaver Dam; La 
Crosse; Superior; Winona; Holy Trinity, Redeemer, St. Mark’s, Rich- 
field, Salem and St. John’s, Minneapolis; North St. Paul; Holy Trinity, 
Faith and Reformation, St. Paul; and Fargo. In Racine, Dr. Fine- 
frock spoke over the radio; in Minneapolis, he addressed the Confer- 
ence missionary women and Northwestern Theological Seminary stu- 
dents; and, in St. Paul, he spoke to the General Lutheran Pastoral 


Association. 


Miss Lydia Reich, who is supported by Epiphany, Milwaukee, has 
addressed numerous congregations and Conference groups.

Pastor Stuhr reports as follows: “There is a growing feeling 


among the leadership of the Minnesota Luther League that the chal- 
lenge of the church to its youth is not as striking, clear and well or- 


ganized as it could be. The weakness of the Church’s Program for the | 


youth is felt especially by contrast with the many other fields of action, 
both bad and good, which are appealing to the young people today.

BIENNIAL CONVENTION OF THE UNITED | 
LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA 


The delegates from this Synod who attended the Ninth Biennial 

Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America, at Savannah,

These brethren attended diligently the business of the convention 
and as occasion required contributed through committees and on the 
floor to the discussions of the Church. | 


Except for the communion service, which was held in the stately 
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Church of the Ascension, the sessions were held in the Hotel De Soto 
where every desirable convenience was hospitably provided. Genuine 
southern hospitality was manifest by all Savannah citizens. The formal 
expression of this was the scholarly and Christian address of welcome 
by Mayor Thomas Gamble. 


In his report President Frederick H. Knubel, D.D., stressed the 
importance of improvement in the spiritual life within our congrega- 
tions. To bring this about a stronger educational program is desirable, 
together with a stronger appreciation of our auxiliary organizations and 
the acceptance on the part of congregations of something in the nature 
of counseling supervision. | 


The report of the treasurer, Dr. Clarence Miller, is a business-like 
accounting of the funds of the Church and contains no recommendations 
except such as are implied by inadequate remittances to all the depen- 
dent causes. 


The report of the Executive Board occupies more than fifty pages — 


of the printed minutes and deserves a place of prominence in the pro- 
ceedings of the Church, for while many things of importance are de- 
cided in conventions, a greater number are referred to this board which 
is charged with great responsibilities and powers. No pastor in the 
Church should fail to read this report. Of great importance in it we 


would note the condensed statement of Administrative Policies of the 


United Lutheran Church and the Report of the Investment Commission 
on the Investments of the Pension Board. 


Not alone on account of its memorial, but especially because of its 
satisfactory experience with the “Free will’ basis for Benevolence, 
Synod is interested to know that its plan was referred to the Executive 
Board to be taken up in connection with the study of recommendations 
by the Committee on Plan of Apportionment. On the basis of ques- 
tions and comments we believe that this methos is gaining in favor 
throughout the Church. 


From the splendid report of the Board of Foreign Missions) we 


quote one recommendation which expresses the response of the con- 


vention and of the Church, viz.: “That we record our sincere apprecia- 
tion of the courage, patience, and faith of our missionaries during this 
biennium, which has called for unusual sacrifice and consecration.” 
A profound impression of this Christ-like service was made by the 
visiting missionaries, each of whom made a brief address. They were 


medical doctors, N. R. Sloan and Jacob R. Jensen of Africa; Dr. Victor 


McCauley, Dr. R. W. Dunkelberger and Mr. John Bob Williams of 
India; Dr. John K. Linn of Japan; and Miss Lydia Reich of China.

We believe that the few paragraphs to which this report must be 
limited are best employed by citing items of major importance in the 
printed minutes which deserve deliberate study by members of this 
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In addition to those already cited, is the decision of the Commis- 
sion of Adjudication on the right interpretation of the constitution 
relative to the establishing and control of theological seminaries, the 
resolutions on Lutheran Church union prepared by the Committee on 
Memorials and adopted by the convention in response to the appeal 
of eight synods, and the memorial from the Alleghany Synod relative 


- to the call of a pastor, how it may be sustained or terminated. 


Laymen especially should seek to be informed on the pronounce- 
ments and resolutions presented by the Committee on Lutheran 
Brotherhood and we know that nothing recorded on women’s work will 
escape the intelligent observation of our devoted women, not excepting 
the arguments pro and con relative to the place of women in the 
Church, 


The spirit of the convention cannot be expressed without emphasis 
upon items which are merely noted in the printed minutes. In addition 
to the regular devotional periods of every session there were two ex- 
ceptional half hours of inspiration and spiritual refreshment. The one 
was the service of meditation and prayer led by Dr. A. R. Wentz for 
the Lutheran Church throughout the world, and the other was the 
period of thanksgiving, confession, petition, and intercession in behalf 
of the church cofincils throughout the Church conducted by our Presi- 
dent, Dr. R. H. Gerberding. | | 


An impressive “aside” from the convention was the ifieelcauee by 
automobile on Saturday afternoon to old Jerusalem Church at Ebenezer 
to participate in tHe celebration of the two-hundredth anniversary of 
the arrival of the Salzburger colony. About fifteen hundred people took

THE REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL SUPERINTENDENT OF 


HOME MISSIONS 


It has been the nisiuta’ feeling that the year 1934 restored a 
stability to our Home Mission forces both on the field and in the 
directing Boards. That at least has been the assumption on which 


your Synodical Board has based its judgment and plans. The Mission | 


congregations, and pastors.as well, have taken the situations brought 
upon them by the former three years of uncertainty in the world about 
them with admirable grace and seem firmly convinced that the power 
of the Church in Christ Jésus will enable them to overcome all diffi- 


culties. To that they as a rule have devoted themselves. The ac- 
companying tabulation shows considerable advancement in accession 


of members over 1933. That is the best basis for judging missionary 
success, but even in financial matters there has been marked progress. 
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Your Synodical Board has expressed the hope again and again 
during the year that it had reached the bottom of the financial distress. | 
It adjusted the budget for 1935 with the firm expectation of receiving 
sufficient income to meet it without fail in every item and to make 
up some of the deficits of previous years. Thus far it has met its 
expectations. The Board of American Missions not only paid its 
appropriations in full in 1934, but also made up a large part of the ’ 
shortage in the salaries of 1933. It has also been the hope of the 
Synodical Board that from now on it can co-operate with the congrega- 
tions in seeing that salaries of missionaries can be increased as their 
families grow and as needs become greater. Many of them have been 
in most dire want, but they have not let it interfere at all with their 
consecrated work for the Kingdom. 


The Board of American Missions granted $13, 750 for our Home 
Mission work this year. This was all approriated by the Synodical 
Board among the twenty-four missions helped from the same fund in 
1934. In addition to that approximately $7,000 was appropriated from 
Synodical funds to nineteen missions, four of which got no aid from the 
General Board. Four interest grants totaling $1,690, which a recent 
ruling of the Board of American Missions brought to an end, were 
compensated for at least in part by increases of aid toward pastors’ 
salaries. 


One mission, Immanuel, Bailey’s Harbor, went off the list by as- 
suming the whole support of its new pastor, the Rev. H. W. Gruhn. 
Our Savior’s, Fond du Lac, made the outstanding advance toward self- 
support in requesting $300 less than in 1934, and was transferred from 
the list of the Board of American Missions to that of the Synodical 


Board. 


One new mission was added to the list of those acshinn definite 
appropriations, namely: the First United Lutheran Church of Sheboy- | 
gan, Wisconsin. This is the result of the services of special mission- 
ary, George B. McCreary, called by the Synodical Board with the 
General Board’s approval after the city had been surveyed by thirteen 
pastors in April, 1934. Pastor McCreary began his work there in 
August and effected the organization of a congregation November 11, 
1934. The congregation itself issued him a call and he was installed as 
its pastor February 3, 1935. This congregation numbers ninety at 
Easter, 1935, and is making steady and rapid progress in a fine spirit of 
Christian love. | 


The Board has also inaugurated new work in two other places. 
At its December meeting it authorized a survey of the city of Brecken- 
ridge, Minnesota, and engaged Mr. John Gable, of the Mt. Airy Semi- 
nary, a 1933 graduate of Northwestern, to spend four months there. 
He completed the survey in March, but due to the agreement between 
the Synods represented in the Minnesota Lutheran Home Mission 
Council the beginning of work was delayed until that organization could — 
pass on the findings of the survey and determine whether it warranted 
opening work by our Synod. The Council on April 24th recognized the 
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~ need of a Lutheran ‘Church in Breckenridge and gave priority to our 


Synod in the occupancy of the field, but requested us to defer opening 
work until January 1, 1937, to permit a Norwegian Church congregation 
in Wahpeton, N. D., one mile away, to strengthen itself under a new 
pastor with a new church building to pay for. 


An opportunity referred to in last year’s report also opened up 
further and under the direction of your Superintendent services were 
begun in the beautiful Lake of the Isles Church in Minneapolis on 
February 10th. This is a building that had been vacant for two years 


due to the disbanding of a former Congregational Community Church. 


It is an elegant structure originally costing $172,000 and is available 
now at less than one-third of that sum. It is located in a high-class 
residence community. The services have drawn from many parts of 
the city, and attendance for the first two months averaged between 90 
and 100. Judged by the responses in previous new efforts this 
would seem to warrant financial aid in establishing a congregation 
there and promees the quick development of a substantial congrega- 
tion. 


During the year two faithful, successful, and promising young 
missionaries of our force resigned their fields and moved to other 
Synods. The question arises and is worthy of the consideration of the 
Synod, whether or not the situation that has been forced upon our 


- mission authorities and pastors by the shortage of benevolences will 
not inevitably lead to the loss of our more able missionaries to better 


established congregations where the circumstances of their work will 
not be so handicapped by lack of funds. We cannot expect as a Synod 
to escape the effects of an economic law, even as it concerns supply 
and demand of pastors. Lest this statement be misunderstood it refers 
not only to the size of pastors’ salaries but more especially tothe 
limitations put upon missionaries’ activities, proscribed as they are by 
limited income, inadequate equipment, and.burdensome property debts. 
This should have our serious consideration when we think of the broad 
problems of benevolence and mission support. | | 


Aside from the information conveyed by the accompanying tabula- 
tion of Home Mission statistics the following particular items are 
worthy of consideration: 


Hartford, Wis. The Rev. George B. Arbaugh resigned, effective 
October 11th, to accept a call into the Iowa Synod. He was succeeded 
by the Rev. Clarence B. Lund, who assumed charge of the congrega- 
tion November 10, 1934. : 


Marshfield, Wis. The first mortgage and other notes of this 
Trinity congregation held by a local bank which closed in 1933, are 
now in the hands of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation which is 
threatening foreclosure upon the church. While these obligations 
might be bought back at a much reduced figure, thus far the congrega- 
tion has been unable to secure funds for their release. 


Nativity, Milwaukee, This congregation, having worshiped in a 
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rented house since its organization, has begun the erection of a brick 
chapel on the rear of a beautiful property purchased at the corner of 
Blue Mound Blvd., and North Sixty-ninth Street. A church extension 


loan added to the coutribesions of*the congregation has made this 


possible. 
Woodale, Minneapolis. After having worshiped in a school room 


since organization six years ago, this congregation has begun erection 


of a chapel on its lots at the corner of Woodale avenue and West 
l‘ortieth street. The basement unit only is planned .at this time. A 
church extension loan has also been granted to aid in this project. 


St. Luke’s, Waukesha, Wis. This congregation was threatened 
with the loss of its property through foreclosure, but by a special dis-— 
pensation of the Board of American Missions and by the heroic con- 
tributions of members of the congregation the building is being 
refinanced and seems to be out of danger once more, and to be in a 
better financial condition. ’ 


Immanuel, Bailey’s Harbor. After the resignation of the Rev. 
Paul Feustel in November, 1934, the congregation called the Rev. 
H. W. Gruhn, and assumed his entire salary. He took charge Decem- 
ber Ist. | 


Long Lake, Mound, Minn. This congregation was made vacant 


early in January, 1935, by the resignation of the Rev. Carl V. Tambert, 


who accepted a call to a congregation in Burlington, Iowa. The con . 
gregation has called graduate Harold Carlson of the 1935 class of 


Northwestern Seminary. He has been supplying the congregation 


since March 3lst. 


St. John’s, Phillips, Wis. After the transfer of the Rev. George 
B. McCreary to Sheboygan last August, the congregation issued a call 


to the Rev. A. C. Baumgaertner, who assumed charge in November. 


The Women’s Missionary Society of the Wisconsin Conference 
has again appropriated funds for Home Mission work on their terri- 
tory, and leaves the administration of the money to your Synodical 
Board. 


The Minnesota State Luther League has again adopted the mission 
at Antigo, Wisconsin, as its home missionary project, and is appropriat- 
ing $150 toward the pastor’s salary there.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STEWARDSHIP 


The first matter to engage the attention of the committee after its 
reorganization was the preparation of a pamphlet describing the “Grace 
System” as practiced by our Synod supplementary ‘to the presentation 
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of Synod’s memorial to the U. L. C. A. convention in Savannah. This 
was under the title, “A Plea for the Grace System of Raising Benevo- 
lence.” Copies were distributed to every delegate attending the con- 
vention. 


In view of the 400th anniversary of Martin Luther’s translation 
of the Bible the committee printed special articles in the Synodical 
Bulletin, referred the attention of the pastors to special literature on 
the subject and encouraged the general observance of Bible Sunday. 


A thorough study was made of the matter of bequests. The find- 
ings of the committee were referred to the Executive Committee with 
the request that a special committee on bequests be appointed. 


The resolution, number five on page sixty-one of the 1934 Minutes, 
with reference to Evangelism was referred to the President of Synod 
with the understanding that he use his discretion upon any and all 
requests made for such services. 


Preparatory to the Every Member Canvass the committee pre- 
pared a complete plan and furnished material for an additional number 
of laymen to be used in each congregation to assist in disseminating 
information on the general work of the Church and creating interest in 
this simultaneous effort. ‘Three special pieces of literature and form 
letters for both Sunday schools and congregations were prepared and 
sent out. Synod was districted and special speakers were assigned. 
The exchange of pulpits was arranged which involved forty-four pas- 
tors. A total of 150 complete sets of information were distributed. 
The railroads extended courtesies for the exchange of pulpits which 
were greatly appreciated. The setup was enthusiastically received. 
Letters commending the committee on its work came not only from 
members of Synod but many parts of the Church. In addition Mr. 
Arthur Black reported that 94% of the congregations in our Synod 
used literature prepared by the Laymen’s Movement. 


Monthly letters sent out carrying the important items of Synod 
on Stewardship and keeping in close contact with Councilmen_ has 
proved to be a helpful service and has encouraged interest in the 
general work of the Church. 


The service of providing devotional pamphlets has been responsible 
for the establishment of the family altar in many homes within our 
Synod and the idea is becoming prevalent throughout the Church. 
There were 5,700 copies of the Lenten pamphlets distributed. We are 


indebted to Prof. J. H. Dressler, D.D., who is not a member of the 


committee but who has acted as editor and has rendered a splendid 
service. 


The committee requested the Laymen’s Movement to sponsor the

The Rev. Alexander J. D. Haupt, D.D.

The Rev. Dr. Alexander J. D. Haupt, one of the founders of 
a the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, passed into 
| Life Eternal on Saturday morning, September 29, 1934. With the 
— exception of three years, during which time he was engaged in Inner 
He Mission work at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, Dr. Haupt had been active © 
in the work of the Synod which he helped to organize. He was to have 
if tj | retired from active service on September 30th, but the Lord called him 
as : home the day previous, after only a week’s illness with pneumonia. 


Student Haupt, then a middler at the Philadelphia Seminary, Mt. 
Airy, spent his vacation in St. Paul, Minnesota, in the summer of 1883. 
_ He was authorized by the Rev. G. H. Trabert of Minneapolis to gather 
and organize the English Lutherans in the Twin Cities. The result was | 
the organization of Memorial Church, St. Paul, the second of the English 
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Lutheran churches northwest of Chicago. St. John’s, Minneapolis, had 
been organized but a few weeks earlier. When he graduated from 
Seminary a year later, he was called as pastor. He served Memorial 
Church until the congregation merged with the St. James’ congregation 
in 1907 to form the English Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Refor- 
mation. During that time he also organized other congregations, two 
of which, Holy Trinity, St. Paul, and St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, are 
still aggressive congregations in the Synod of the Northwest. 


‘In 1891 the young pastor Haupt was one of the leaders in the 
movement that brought about the organization of the Synod. Through 
all these years he has been very actively interested in the Synod’s work 
and growth. After serving the Pittsburgh Inner Mission Society from 
1907 to. 1910 he returned to the Northwest Synod to answer the call 
to become pastor of Salem Lutheran Church, Albert Lea. He served 


this congregation for four years. From Albert Lea he went to St. Paul 


to engage again in Inner Mission work, spending nine years as execu- 
tive of several welfare organizations. After organizing the Colony of 
Mercy he became its first executive secretary. Later the Colony of 
Mercy merged with the Lutheran Welfare Society. For nine years he 


was probation officer for the Juvenile Court of Ramsey County. From 


1923 to 1928 he was pastor of St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Grand 
Forks, North Dakota. Since 1928 he has been serving Zion Lutheran 
Church, Horicon, Wisconsin. 


‘Throughout his entire ministry Dr. Haupt has been a great help to 
Luther League work and to the Boy Scout movement. Last year he 
was given the coveted Silver Beaver by the Wisconsin District of the 
Boy Scouts of America, as a heengaenes of his intensive work along 
that line. 


A. J. D. Haupt was born in Chesiiterd Massachusetts, June 1, 
1859. He was the grandson of Benjamin Keller, one of the founders 
of Mt. Airy Seminary. He graduated from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1882 and from the Philadelphia Seminary in 1884. He was 
married on June 6, 1887, to Ida Boyer, who survives him as do «also 
their six children: Mrs. O. V. Werner, New Britain, Connecticut; 


Mrs. H. A. Bossart, St. Paul, Minnesota; A. James and George E. 


Haupt, New York City, and John B. and Henry Harpster of the Twin 
Cities, Minnesota. 


Services were held in Zion Church, Horicon, Wisconsin, Sunday 


afternoon, September 30th, conducted by the Rev. E. R. Wicklund, 


President of the Wisconsin Conference. President R. H. Gerberding 
of the Synod preached the sermon, using as texts: Job 1:26 and Luke 
9:62. <A choir of fifteen pastors rendered the musical portions of the 
order for burial. Another -service was held in the Church of the Ref- 
ormation, St. Paul, Minnesota, on October 2nd, at which addresses 
were made by the Rev. John Sander, D.D., a life-long associate; the 
Rev. C. H. Bartsch, a close friend and former pastor of the family; and 
the Rev. R. H. Gerberding, D.D., President of the Synod. Again a 
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choir of ministers, assisted by the students of Northwestern Seminary, 
rendered music. The service was conducted by the Rev. F. H. Clutz, 
pastor of the church. Interment was at Oakland Cemetery, St. Paul. 


The Rev. David Luther Roth, D.D. 


Rev. David Luther Roth, D.D., died March 18, 1935, at 10:15 at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Charles D. Rissell, Greenville, Pa. He 
was born in Prospect, Butler County, October 25, 1847, the son of 
Louis Roth and Lydia Buechle Roth. He attended Thiel Hall at | 
Phillipsburg (now Monaca) and was the first student matriculated 
at Thiel College. As Thiel was then not yet able to give a complete 
course he transferred to Muhlenberg College and there graduated with 
the A. B. degree. He then entered Philadelphia Theological Seminary, 
and was ordained to the Lutheran ministry in 1876. He served as 
pastor of Zion Lutheran Church, Lunenberg, Nova Scotia; First Luth- 
eran Church, Butler; Church of the Redeemer, Albany, New York; 
and Grace Lutheran Church, Pittsburgh. At the age of 76 he. returned 
to the Zion Lutheran Church, Lunenberg, Nova Scotia, for a second 
pastorate of two years. 


He was married August 17, 1876, to Miss Melinda Wannec of 
Monaca, who died September 14, 1910. To them were born two sons 
and five daughters: Rev. Paul Wagner Roth of Milwaukee, Wis.; 
Mrs. Charles D. Rissell, Greenville; Mrs. J. W. Hunter, Carrick, Pa. 
(deceased); Mrs. Guy Nickerson, Crafton; Mrs. J. Warren Hunter, 
Dormont; Mrs. Harold Stevens, Cincinnati, and Rev. Carl C. Roth of 
Kenosha, Wis. Two brothers, Rev. T. B. Roth, D.D., of Greenville, 
and Dr. L. M. Roth of Prospect, twenty dod two 
grandchildren also survive him. 


After a brief service ahultareed by Rev. William E. Eisenberg, 
assisted by Rev. Ray Lauffenberger of Prospect, at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. C. D. Rissell, at 1:30 Thursday, March 2lst, services 
were held in the church at Prospect. The sermon was preached by 
President H. H. Bagger, D.D., of the Pittsburgh Synod. Burial was in 
the church cemetery at Prmebett. 


The deceased came to Beloit, Wis., in 1926 io live with his son 
Carl. While there he supplied vacancies at Hartford, New London and 
Trinity Church, Kenosha. He will long be remembered for his eff- 
cient work and his large gifts to our Northwestern Seminary. Two of 
his grandsons are now attending Northwestern. His great work will 
be carried on by his sons, Paul Wagner and Carl C., and by his _— 
sons. 


Mrs. J. Richard Olson 


The parsonage of the First English Lutheran Church, West Allis, — 
Wisconsin, has been sadly bereft by the sudden death of Mrs. Pearl 
(Ross) Olson, beloved wife of the Rev. J. Richard Olson. Although 
she had suffered uncomplainingly for over a year, the existence of a 
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fatal cancer was not detected, and after only a few days of final illness, 
she passed peacefully into Life on Friday, October 12th, while her 
husband and little son, William, held her hand and had finished — 
together. 


Mrs. Olson was born at Williston, North Dakota, and spent most 
of her life in Billings, Montana, where she met her husband, then 
pastor of the First English Lutheran Church there. They were mar- 
ried in St. James’ Lutheran Church, Columbus, by the pastor, Rev.

The Central Conference has been very active in Inner Mission — 
work. It has carried on with the Lutheran Welfare Society in the 


| following departments: Child welfare, summer camps—clubs; insti- 


tutional missions and family service. In its scope it endeavored to 


cover nearly all phases of Inner Mission activities. It organized a 
Lutheran Emergency Relief Committee, which consists of an appointed 


representative from every Lutheran group that has one or more 
churches in Minneapolis. It has been engaged in the task of securing 
physical relief for distressed Lutherans, also providing spiritual help. 
A trained social worker (Lutheran) is in charge of this work. The 
Community Fund provides the money for its maintenance. The dis- 


_bursements of the Lutheran Welfare Society for 1934 shows an ex- 


penditure of $70,138.00. The Lutheran Welfare also co-operates with 
other bodies in Inner Mission work. _ 


~The work of the Milwaukee Inner Mission Society can be divided 
into three fields of endeavor. It maintains a girls’ hospice under the 
capable leadership of Mrs. Pauline Hill, a member of one of our 
churches. This home provides a comfortable and cheery home for girls | 
who come to the city as strangers. It is self-supporting. 


Bethany Home has been re-opened and receives the co-operation 
and financial aid of the Milwaukee County Community Fund. It is a 
study home for maladjusted and problem girls and receives the co- 
operation of the Juvenile Court and other social agencies. Sister Edna 
Schmid of the Baltimore Motherhouse is the directing sister. The 
Junior League of Milwaukee: has set aside a sum of $1,000 for the 
services of a psychiatrist for one year. A social worker trained in 
psychiatry is also engaged in the Home. The annual budget is $7,209. 


Preaching Missions. The pastors of the congregations affliated 
with the Inner Mission Society conduct divine services regularly at 
the following institutions: Bethany Home, Milwaukee Rescue Mission, 
Home for the Friendless, and Good Will Industries. Inner Mission 
work is also carried on by pastors throughout the state of which no 
reports are printed or given the chairman of the committee. This — 
consists of visits to the hospitals (of various kinds), and welfare and 
relief work among members of Lutheran congregations. |

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Efforts are being made to revive interest in the Mission to the 
deaf. There are 70,000 in the United States at the present. At one 
time this work was carried on by the Church. : : 


According to the statistics of 1930, there are 65,776 persons in the 
‘United States who are blind. Every state provides for their educa- 
tion. Dr. Geo. Drach had a catechism embossed about 30 years ago. 
The Synodical Conference, however, has done more for these. They 
publish a magazine, Bible story book and a hymnal for them in Braille. 
Since 1925 the Ministerium of Pennsylvania has taken a part in this 
work.
